You will recall from previous memoranda that upon her return to- the 
United States in the spring of 1946, Mary Jane Keeney brought a political 
testament of a deceased French political leader into the country with her an sy* 
clandestinely delivered this testament to Joseph Milto^emstein, a strongly ^/J 
suspected Soviet espionage agent who is presently unde? active / 

You will also recall from previous memoranda that Bernstein in turn delivered 
this political testament to Alexanderftrachtenberg, important Communist ^tionary, 
head oKlnternational Publishers, Party" publishing house, and & suspected Soviet . _ 
arrent ^The investigation of Bernstein and Keeney has reflected also that apparently 
hS .e^oe abroad in 1945 and 1946, K.eney. on a nunber of other ocoocxons, 

transmitted material to Bernstein in New York.

At the present time and in recent months, the Keeneys have been in close 
and frequent contact with a number of subjects and close oontacts of subjects in 
the above- captioned case* , They are particularly close to N athan Gregory and SljrfviW 
Helen Witfaj/Silvermaster, principal subjects in the above Investigation and have 
also been infrequent contact with William Ludwi erul Imann . who, you will recall, 
lives with the Silvermasters and . is a subject of paramount importance in the 
above, case* In addition, Mary Jane Keeney and, to' a somewhat lesser extent due 
to his absence for a greater period of time frcm the United States, Ehilip 01 in 
Keeney have maintained close and constant contact with a number of other 
individuals who are closely associated with subjects in this case or who are 
themselves subjectsJLn this case* Among these of particular importance are 
the sub jeot Mauri c g Halper in , the sub j ac t Dav id iVahl,/ and -the subjec t Ursula 


^the sub jeot _Mauric a Halper in e Jthe subject DavidiYahl,' and -the subjec t Ursula

In additiop, the Keeneys have maintained frequent contact . wr£h. a number of 
, importantSfcommunist Party members and functionaries, including Morris U« 
kgahappg^,. *TTew York teacher, who has been an important Communist figure, 

I »>xi^fe.lkerson, negro Communist functionary, and a number of Party members in 
the District of Columbia. 



Of particular importance is the very close association between the 
Keeneys and Joseph Milton Bernstein* Recently, through a highly confidential ' 
informant, information contained in the personal correspondence and diaries 
of Mary Jane Keeney was reported, which information raises the definite 
possibility that both of the Keeneys have, for a number of years, been deeply 
involved in highly clandestine activity which may well constitute an operation 
of Soviet intelligence* It is noted that these diaries reflect that for several 
years Bernstein made regular trips to Washington to see the Keeneys, many of 
which trips Were made at two week intervals* From this information, the definite 
possibility, if not probability, exists that Bernstein during these trips was .. ( 
acting as a courier between the Keeneys and possibly other persons in Washington 1 

and his principals, believed to be the Soviet Intelligence- Service in New. York* 

In addition to the information set out above, you will recall that there 
as 5 ® clear indications that Joseph Milton Bernstein Is identical with. the Joe 
(phonetic) who was described by Philip Jaco^Jaffe of "Arne r as i a" in 
a conversation with HiirVkoth, another subject in the. Jaffa case, as a Soviet .if 
Agent who had been instructed to take over Jaffa* a contacts in' the State Department*' 
In this connection, it is noted that at the time Joe Bursley (phonetic) was -;r; 

supposed to meet with Jaffe,’ according to this conversation, the person who '' 

actually met with Jaffe was Joseph Milton Bernstein* .--‘-V-v -r*-.. 


In addition, Bernstein has been closely assooiated with a number of 
important Communists of New York as well as several suspected Soviet agents* Of 
particular significance has been a close association with fiertl artxE isler, who /as

At the present time, the Keeneys are the subject of most intensive 
investigation in an effort to fully develop the significance of their activities 
and contacts. Every effort is being made in this connection to fully identify 
a number of individuals referred to in Mary Jane Keeneys diaries and correspondence 
by partial names, possibly cover named, and indicated by the text of this material 
to have been possibly engaged in clandestine activities,

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In connection T^yrfiMSne above-captioned case, you will, of 
course, recall that the up-to-date summary dated October 21, 1946, 
has been made available to the Attorney General for his review, con- 
sideration, and recommendations as to further action. You will also, of 
recall that on December 2, 1946, the Attorney General transmitted to you 
memorandum in the above case requesting further information, requesting 
recommendations as to prosecution, and making certain suggestions. One of these 
suggestions contained in paragraph two of this memorandum was that the Bureau 
distribute summaries in the above case to all departments and agencies employing 
persons involved in this case. In connection with this suggestion of the Attorney 
General, you will recall that on my memorandum to you dated December 3, 1946, in 
the above case, you noted, "We now have A.G.*s instructions, so we will be required 
to comply as he directs." 


At the above time, Mr. James L. liclnemey of the Criminal Division of Ihe 
^ f Department of Justice telephonically advised that the Attorney General had re- 
quested him to review the up-to-date summary in the Gregory Case for the purpose 
1 of making appropriate recommendations as to prosecution or other necessary or 
desirable action and that he had almost completed his review of the summary. / 

Hr. L'clnerney stated that he was of the definite opinion, after reviewing this 
summary, that a full and complete distribution thereof should not be made at 
lis time to all employing agencies and departments in view of the fact that ^ 
such a distribution would undoubtedly result in revealing information to xmjtp/

In this connection, Hclnerney stated that he had discussed this problem 
also with Assistant Attorney General T. L. Caudle of the Criminal Division, who * 
concurred with Kclnerney*s opinion that a general, wholesale distribution 6hould 
not be made at this time and consequently discussed this problem with the Attorney 
General on the late afternoon of December 9, 1946. The Attorney General, after f}\ 
discussing this matter with Hr. Caudle, stated that if the Criminal Division felt' J 
that no such general distribution should be made to all employing agencies at 
this time, he concurred in this recommendation, and he requested that the Criminal „ 
Division advise the Bureau of his decision and request that the Bureau at least - 
for the present disregard* the recommendation contained in paragraph two of his

A 
newspaper item further indicated that Hiss has been elected President of the 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace. 

On December 11, 1946, PriscillSlfHiss, wife of Alger Hiss, advised 
that Hiss would remain with the State Department for awhile until^TJnited Nations 
affairs have been "wound up*. Subsequently, on the same date, Alger Hiss in a 
conversation with a woman known only as Peg in New York City mentioned that he 
probably would not start on his new work until the first of February, 1947, as 
he would not be able to pull out until the middle of January.

Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the organization’s board of 
trustees here. He succeeds Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, who re- 
signed in December, 1945, and be- 
came president emeritus. 

.The trustees also chose John 
[Foster Dulles, alternate delegate 
from the United States to the Unit- 
ed Nations, as chairman of the 
board. ’ 

An announcement explained that 
the trustees amended the by-laws 
last May to provide for a chairman 
of the board and a full-time presi- 
dent, who will be the executive of- 
ficer. Mr. Hiss, it was said, will 
assume his new' duties “as soon - 
mter Jan. 1 as may be possible 5 ? 
and following his resignation from 
Government service." 

. Mr. Hiss was born In Baltimore, 
Md, on Nov. 11, 1904. He obtained

kins University in 1926 and his 
XiUB. degree from Harvard Law 
School in 1929. He accompanied

The file reflected tiat £r. ASHBURNE had received an A.B, degree from Texas 
Christian University in 1926 thereafter receiving a Mast ' ^ degree from the 
same University. He received a PHD. degree from Duke in 1934. 

Prior to his employment with the University of Florida Dr. ASHBURNE had been 
High School Principal at Howe, Texas and from 1933 to 1937 Assistant Pro- 
fessor at T.C.U. and SJi.U. From 1937 to 1939 Dr. ASHBURNE was head of the 
Economics and Business Department of the Southwestern Louisiana Institute. 

From 1942 to 1945 Dr. ASHBURUE was employed by the United States Civil Service 
Commission as Regional Chief, Examining and Placement Division, Dallas, 

Texas. In 1945 Dr. ASHBURNE was Chairman of Boards and Awards and Chief 
Regional Economist with the War Assets Administration at Fort Worth, Texas. 


Dean CHANDLER was unable to furnish any information regarding Dr. ASHBURUE 
as he said he had not become acquainted with him.

Dean MATHLRLY said that in his contacts with Dr. ASHBURNE 
he had been lead to believe that Dr. ASHBURNE was conservative and was not in 
any way radically inclined. 

According to Dean MATHERLY Dr. ASHBURNE came to the University of Florida 
highly recommended and from all information available, was a Hi gh type of man. 

Dr. KARL ASHBURNE was located at his home in Waldo, Florida at which time he 
advised he was 41 years of age and had been bom in Yftiitesboro, Texas. 

Dr. ASHBURNE said that he had first met SILVERHASTER in July, 1945 at Dallas, 
Texas and that he had never known SILVERHASTER before. Dr. ASHBURNE said 
that in July, 1945 he was being considered for appointment with the Research 
Division of the Y/ar Assets Administration which was then under the United 
States Department of Commerce and that he had been informed that NATHAN G. 
SILVERHASTER was the National Director of Research for the War Assets Adnin- 
istration in Washington. 

Prior to Dr. ASH3URME*s association with the Y/ar Assets Administration, he said 
he was employed by the Civil Service Commission as the Chief of the Placement

Dr. AS HB UENE said that inasmuch as he was being considered for the position 
Of Director of Research for the Regional Office of the Y/ar Assets *^~'nis- " 
Dallas, that it was only natural that he should have contact with 
SILKETMASTER who was National Director of the War Assets Administration in 
Washington. 


Dr. ASHBURNE said that he was introduced by SILVERMASTER by HAl-ULTOlf^IORTON 
rtio was with the War Assets Administration in Fort Y/orth and who had oriv- * 
inally suggested that Dr. ASHBURNE talk to SILVLRLIASTIR regarding his. 
ASHBURNE* s enployment by the Y/ar Assets Adninistration. 

Dr. ASHBURNE said that his oontacts with SILVEI&ASTER were limited to two in 
July, 1945 and that the only matters discussed with him were those pertain- 
ing to his. Dr. ASHBURNE* s employment with the War Assets Administration. 

In August, 1945 Dr. ASHBURNE was appointed as Chief Regional Economist with 
the War Assets Administration, Fort Y/orth, Texas. 


Dr. ASHBURNE saw SILVSTdlASTER no more until November, 1945 when Dr. ASHBURNE 
was requested to come to Washington, D.C. by SILVERNAS1ER, in order to 
look over the V/ar Assets Administration set up in Washington. 

Dr. ASHBURNE said that in compliance with SILVEIMASTJER's request he proceeded 
to Washington where he had numerous conferences with SILVEHIASTER during the 
one week period that he was in Washington and that his conversations with 
SILVE11IASTER were limited entirely to business discussions regarding the War 
Assets Administration. 

Dr. ASHBURNE said that after leaving Washington he had only official corres- 
pondence with SILViRNASTER and did not see SILVERMASTER thereafter until 
June, 1946 when SILV1RLIASTER came to Fort Y/orth and Dr. ASHBURNE had dinner 
with him.
